INVASIONS OF LOCAL 
SELF-GOVERNMENT. 


Senator Underwood defies the senate to pass the 
Dyer anti-lynching bill. He declares it is “a force 
bill, pure and simple,” and eaten the very 
fabric of our government.” - 

The measure defines the phrase “ mob or riotous 
assemblage " a8 an assemblage composed of three 
or more persons im concert for the purpose of 
depriving any person of his life without authority 
of law,” and provides that “if any state, or govern- 
mental division thereof, fails, neglects, or refuses 
to provide and maintain protection to the life of 
any person within its jurisdiction” against a mob 
or riotous assemblage, any state or municipal 
officer guilty of such failure shall be punished by 
imprisonment not exceeding five years, or by a 
fine not exceeding $5,000, or by both. Also, any 
county in which death by mob occurs because of 


made subject to a forfeit of 


diction in such cases. 

On the face of this act and without consideration 
of its relation to the American system of govern- 
ment, there will appear no objection to what seems 
an attempt to deal with the lynching evil and such 


| atrocities as the Herrin massacre. Where local 


morale permits such offenses to law and order 
and obstructs due punishment, it will seem to 
many that the general government ought to be 
authorized to intervene. 


We think that conclusion is too readily drawn. 
We think the only safe and satisfactory path is 
education of backward districts and the influence 
of public discredit. This is neither prompt nor at 
the moment satisfying. But, on the other hand, 


| we doubt that the anti-lynching measure can be 


enforced effectively and we have no doubt that 
the interposition of the arm of the central govern- 
ment in matters of local police and social condition 
will bring in the long run more vexatious evils 
than those which it is invoked to punish. 

There is too much inclination in this country to 
ignore the wise considerations upon which our con- 
stitutiona] system is founded. There is too much 


| readiness to jump at conclusions and slap on the 


plaster of improvised remedy wherever human 
nature exhibits faults or sins which arouse our 
indignation. We think the protesting senators are 
right in resisting a measure which does encroach 
upon local responsibility and we agree that it opens 
the door to serious evils of centralized authority. 
But their passionate objection to this act of 
centralization is in curious contrast to their will- 
ingness to impose centralized authority in matters 
which do not so much affect their own interest. 
The south supports a federal amendment prohibit- 
ing the use of alcoholic beverages throughout thé 
nation, regardless of state or local customs or con- 
victions. The southern senators favor the inter- 
vention of federal power to prevent a New York 
citizen from taking a glass of wine or a Milwau- 
keean a glass of beer. This is an invasion not 
merely of the right of private judgment. but of 
local self - government, local police power, local 
social conscience. 

Why is it proper to call upon the central gov- 
ernment to impose its authority upon private habit 
and local custom, but a danger to the fabric of our 
government for the central authority to protect 
life when the local government fails to protect it? 
We think the states should have sole responsi- 
bility for their own social policy and public disci- 
pline. But if the central government is to assume 
such responsibility we cannot see that mob mur- 
der in Georgia or Illinois is an improper object of 
its restraint while the drinking of alcoholic bever- 


ages is a proper object.

SOME FALLACIES IN MARXISM,

With Russia attempting, or perhaps having at- 
tempted for a while, to carry through Communism, 
an examination of the Marx theories offers renewed 
interest. Today we will point out only one basic 
error: the failure to consider the flexible line which 
separates the rich and the poor 
Classifying people as blondes, red haired, and labor- 
ers would be promptly recognized by everybody as an 
absurdity. Marx’s teachings are based on theory, and 
illogical divisions when applied to theoretical things 


ö are not so noticeable. Still classification is the start- 


ng point of the system, and if a small error gets into 
that start all the premises must be wrong, no matter 
how logically the conclusions may be derived. 
The grouping of mankind Into bourgeois and prole- 
tarians is not sound. There are no longer the his- 
torically favored parts of society—the nobles and the 
middle classes. Moreover, where does wealth and 
poverty begin? Wspecially in the United States there 
are many people who were born poor, yet have ac- 
quired great wealth. : 
Class distinctions have been wiped out by the law. 
It is not clear therefore why class struggies should 
persist. Among the children of immigrants we find 
independent tradesmen, engineers, lawyers, teachers. 
Only a small percentage remain in factories. Not a 
few occupy responsible positions as machinists and 
technical men. 
The transition from a state of indigence to one of 
opulerice and -vice versa takes place today more rap- 
laly than ever before. At the end of the eighteenth 
century Baron Geramb in Selmecbanya, a Hungarian 
of great wealth, created a family fand, the income

EXCESS EARNINGS 
FROM RAILROADS 


Order in Court. 


-{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—{Spe- 
clal.I— The interstate commerce com- 

is expected to issue in the 
near future an order requiring certain 
railroads to pay to the government 
one-half of their net operating income 
in excess of 6 per cent on the value 
of the properties of the individual ear-! 
riers in compliance with the provisions 
of the Esch-Cummins rallroad law. 

Such action by the commission will 
precipitate an attack on the constitu- 
tionality of the clause requiring the 
railroads to divide income over 6 per 
cent with the government. Numerous 
railroads have notified the commission 
they believe the provision is unconsti- 
tutional because it requires the taking 
of property without due process of 


law. 

$250,000 Voluntarily Paid. 
Returns have been filed with the 
commission by the railroads under the 
provision for the last four months of 
1920 and for 1921, and approximately 
$250,000 has been paid to the commis- 
sion voluntarily by certain roada. 
Seventeen railroads reported excess 
income aggregating $645,186 for the 
last four months of 1920. Under the 
law one-half of that sum should be 
paid into the general railroad contin- 
gent fund created to aid railroads not 
able to borrow money in the open mar 
ket. The commission may find that 
more than the amount stated was ex- 
cess income, the figure given being 
that re by the railroads them- 
selves. Only $8,919 of the half due 
the government has been paid. 
The reports filed for 1921 show er- 
cess income of ‘$696,944 for twenty-one 
railroads. Of the Half due the govern- 
ment only $16,217 has been paid. 


Questions I. C. C. Authority. 


In addition to attacking the consti- 
tutionality of the recapture clause, ihe 
railroads have contended that the com- 
mission had no authority to require re- 
turns for the last four months of 1920. 
The commission began with that pe- 
riod because the guaranty for the six 
months following the period of federal 
operation of the railroads expired Sept. 
1, 1920, and on Aug. 26, 1920, the in- 


freight rates and 20 per cent in pas- 
senger rates became effective. 

The orders of the commission call- 
ing for returns ‘directed that as a 
basis for computing the amount of 
earnings in exceas of 6 per cent of 
the value of the carrier's, property, 
the carriers should take the property 
investment accounts reported by them 
in the investigation which preceded 
the granting of the general rate in- 
creases in August, 1920. Some car- 
riers contend that those accounts were 
submitted with the express reserva- 
tion that they were not to be used as 
a basis for computing the excess re- 
turn.

Reports showed that, on Nov. 1, ‘the 
greatest shortage of freight cars ever 
developed was recorded, while immedi- 
ately before and after that date the 
car loadings were maintained n 
the maximum. 

Mill consumption of textiles was | 
heavy, the review stated, and added 
that the mill requirements of cotton 
continued on an increase which late in 
October and early in November 
reached.the heaviest in the last two 
years.
